'I arrived at the FJJClu'b' as the Mirror Boys were doing the end of their set, which to me did 
not seem very goodand this .feeling was obviously felt by the majority of the audience;(l 
asked a few people what their whole set had been like and evidently they weren’t much cop... 
'or words to that e'ffectl) llhe reason for the Mirror Boys not playing so well could probably 
be because they had been brought in as support band only a short time before on the Killing 
Joke tour. The origional support band ,"Au Pairs" had been argueing with members of the sound 
crew and when the guitarist of the Au Pairs was threatened by one of the sound crew they just 
didn't turn up for anymore gigs. 

The P’ Club was pretty well filled for Killing Joke and as they started playing I could | 
tell that most of the audience were true Killing Joke fans as they danced and sangedalong 
with the songs, some even tottering in a drunken state on table tops spilling their booze 
down the necks of the punks infront. Killing Joke played with a huge barrage of sound provide' 
d by a very loud bass, using almost disco riffs, combined with tight drumming. The guitar 
,and synthesiser also combined to play the melodic passages of the pieces^ vith the singer 
using a great deal of echo and reverb on'his voice. I couldn't really see much of what was 
going on because i was standing right at the back ,and as anyone who has been to the F' Clu' 
b knows its hard enough to see even 5 yards from the stage. 

Anyway Killing Joke continued and played good versions of "Change" (present single) - 
whicw reminds me of the theme from "Shaft", "Requiem" and "War Dance**. Their style is very 
basic with a mixture of Siouxsie and the Banshees , Adam and the Ants and Gary Glitter sound 
alikes incorporated in their songs. Personaly I didn't think they-were anything extraordinary 
, but then again thats my opinion: A lot of people think they are excellent, so go along and 
see them for yourself. 

After the gig, Aky , myself and Steve Baldwin (editor of the "Gargoyle & Nosey neighbou¬ 
rs supplenent") approached Killing Joke In an attempt to gain an interview with the band. 
However they didn't seem to take much notice of us at first , but eventualy we got talking 
to Jaz the singer/synth player.

J. It has been a great tour especially in Manchester and tonight was pretty good tool Der'by 
were a load of wankers.

I hate Sioux¬ 
sie & the Banshees, U.K. Subs, Cockney Rejects and I think Adam & the Ants are turning too 
poppy. I like mostly the fans rather than the bands. The bands I like myself are the Ruts 
and Joy Division and those are the only bands we will support, but we will help anyone.

The mixer (P.A mixer - Ed) threatened them so they didn't come 
back.

Take for instance the new look ADAM & THE AHTS, who before appearing on TOTP were one of 
the best punk bands around today. Now, after the first date of their new tour (Liverpool) 
the origional true Ant followers do not know what to think of Adam and this is causing all 
kinds of frustration and betrayal to stir within their hearts (myself included). Adam seems 
to have got it into his head that he is now a "superstar" (thanks to TOTP) and he must act 
like one, disregardf 1 of what his tme fans feel. 



TOTP not only managed to commercialy coriupt Mam, but take a look at bands like the 
loomtown Rats , Sham 69 , U.K. Subs, even non Punl< groups like Matchbox , Madness etc etc.... 
And to conclude my little story, and fcr all those that think once any band has achieved 
fame they are forced into becom.ing commercial, take a look at the Clash. Never appeared on 
TOTP and the band who kept the true spirit of 1976/77 Pnnk alive for the longest.
